Allotments finally 
opened after two 
years of hard work 


AFTER two years of hard 
slog by a dedicated few, 
the Crewkerne allotments 
at Lyewater were finally 
officially opened by the 
Mayor, Councillor Robin 
Pailthorpe. 

Although allotment 
holders have already been 
working on their individ¬ 
ual plots for some time, 
the site was recently com¬ 
pleted with a new high 
fence and Crewkerne Al¬ 
lotment Team invited the 
mayor along to help cele¬ 
brate the completion on 
Saturday. 

The fencing, designed to 
keep out wildlife and the 
dogs of passing walkers on 
the footpath, was spon¬ 
sored by Crewkerne Town 
Council, South Somerset 
District Council, Somerset 
Community Foods, Som¬ 
erset Community Founda¬ 
tion, Waitrose and the 
Yarlington Housing 
Group. 

Other upcoming project 
at the site will include 
compost toilets and the ar¬ 
rival of chickens.

The team has said good¬ 
bye to founder Jason Bal¬ 
four, who negotiated with 
landowner Tony Rymell, 
who attended the opening, 
to create the private site 
and drew up leases with 
the assistance of Stokes 
Partnership. They group 
has now welcomed new 
chairman Katy Pritchard. 

She said: “It’s great to 
have a thriving community 
food project like this in 
Crewkerne and the support 
we have received is in¬ 
valuable. For those of us 
without gardens, this out¬ 
side space is a real asset; 
encouraging healthy eat¬ 
ing, exercise and a real 
sense of communal 
achievement.” 

Work on the allotments 
started in early 2011 but, 
being on a steep slope and 
full of scrub and brambles, 
the area had to be cleared 
and ploughed. 

The group’s secretary 
Helen Johnson has been 
involved since the start. 


She said: “This year is re¬ 
ally the first one that the 
plots have been fully up 
and running and having 
the fence erected in August 
has been a real milestone 
for us, hence our celebra¬ 
tion with the mayor offi¬ 
cially opening the site for 
us. 

“Our next project is to 
build a compost toilet, 
which we hope to have for 
next spring.”

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Saving Lives at Sea in Dorset 


WHEN the mast of a 120-year-old sail-training vessel came crashing down in rough seas and gale force 
winds off Portland Bill, Weymouth RNLI Coxswain Andy Sargent and his crew aboard Weymouth’s 
Ernest and Mabel raced to their aid. Andy and his six crew members rushed to the station and were 
heading out to sea in less than ten minutes from receiving the call. 

The 24m Brixham trawler Leader is run by Devon based Trinity Sailing Foundation who offer 
disadvantaged young people the chance to sail. With winds gusting up to 40 knots she had been sailing 
south of the Bill when her main mast snapped, bringing her rigging, sail and boom, crashing into the 
water. 

Remarkably, no-one was hurt. But, unable to control the boat following the dismasting, the Brixham 
trawler had started to drift into the Race, an area of dangerous currents off the Bill. 

Andy said: The mast was broken and the rigging was in the water on the vessel’s port side, so the 
crew had to deal with this first so it didn’t become a hazard to the Leader or to us. They secured the 
debris alongside the casualty boat as best they could in the conditions and then having determined 
that no one was injured we secured a tow line.’ 

They couldn’t use their engine as the gear and rigging was in the water and could have got caught 
around the propeller.’ Due to the rough weather it took five hours for the volunteer lifeboat crew to tow 
the 1892 wooden sailing ketch Leader, safely back to port. 

Rescues such as this are only made possible thanks to the generosity of RNLI supporters. The RNLI 
are grateful for all the support they receive from people generously donating their money or time, 
however, legacies are critical to the future of the RNLI and to saving lives. The sea will always be a 
danger and the RNLI will always be needed to rescue those in trouble. 

Many people think that legacies are only for the wealthy, but anyone can leave a gift in their Will to 
their favourite charity.

It also provides a significant 
amount of funding to the NHS to help 
"fast-track" the complex range of serv¬ 
ices needed following a sudden cardiac 
death, such as coroner services and to 
determine the risk to other family mem¬ 
bers.

Farm sell-off raises 
£18million for county 

THE controversial sell off of Somerset County Council- 
owned farms has raised £18.51 million, which has been 
reinvested into capital projects. 

Farms in the llminster and Chard area were among 
those hit by the sales. The latest to go, Pepperhill Farm 
near Overstowey, in the Quantock Hills, sold at auction 
for in excess of £1.7million, more than half a million 
pounds over the guide price. 

Cabinet member David Huxtablesaid:"Sales like these 
allow us to continue our investments into capital proj¬ 
ects such roads and schools buildings without needing 
to borrow. 

"The sales have raised a huge amount of money which 
we are using to improve vital parts of what the Council 
provides and we are re-investing that income into the 
areas that need them most, widening the benefit to as 
many people as possible across the county. We are con¬ 
tinuing to pay off our huge debts, but debt is still costing 
£33million a year to service." 

The money raised from the sale of the farms is classed 
as capital revenue, meaning that the Council has to 
spend the income on building projects and not to sup¬ 
port front line services. 

County council pledges 
£300,000 to flood scheme 

A KEY scheme to dredge two of Somerset's main rivers 
has been supported by Somerset County Council with a 
commitment of £300,000. 

Members of the county council's cabinet agreed to con¬ 
tribute to a dredging fund and also endorsed other rec¬ 
ommendations of a county flooding action plan. 

The cash will be used to dredge sections of the Rivers 
Parrett and Tone, increasing the capacity of the water¬ 
courses and allowing rainwater to drain away more effec¬ 
tively. 

Councillor David Hall, cabinet member for business, in¬ 
ward investment and policy, said:"Last winter's flooding 
had a severe impact on residents and businesses 
throughout the county. Whilst we can't control the 
weather, I believe it is tremendously important that the 
county council does everything it can, working with 
other agencies, to minimise the impacts of such extreme 
conditions."

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Annual opening of the Fleet Air 
Arm Museum's Reserve Collection 


THIS year's public opening of the Fleet Air Arm Mu¬ 
seum's Reserve Collection will see a new aircraft on 
public display. It is a rare example of a Harrier T8 
training aircraft, adding to the Museum's collection 
ofVSTOL (vertical, short take-off and landing) air¬ 
craft. 

The Museum now owns what is probably the 
World's largest collection ofVSTOL aircraft and as¬ 
sociated exhibits including the prototype Hawker 
P.1127, two Sea Harriers which took part in the Falk- 
landsWarthe FRS1 and FA2 and a Harrier GR9 which 
saw action in Afghanistan. 

In addition to the five Harrier variants, the Museum 
displays two engines, the Pegasus and a rare Bristol 
Siddeley 100 'Super Harrier' engine which was not 
put into service. 

The Reserve Collection Open Day is also a good 
opportunity to see the progress being made on the 
restoration of what will be¬ 
come the world's only Fairey 
Barracuda torpedo bomber. 

The Barracuda project, is 
an ambitious restoration col¬ 
laboration between the 
Fleet Air Arm Museum in 
Somerset and Newcastle 
based KVPL's (Kiltech Vehicle 
Protection Ltd) to raise 
£60,000 in order to rebuild a 
WW2 Fairey Barracuda. 

The Fairey Barracuda was a 
British carrier-borne, three 
seat torpedo dive bomber 
and reconnaissance aircraft. 

Over 2,500 Fairey Bar¬ 
racuda aircraft were built 
making it the Royal Navy's 
most prolific aircraft during 


WW2 yet unlike other more iconic aircraft of its era, 
none were retained for posterity. 

The Fleet Air Arm Museum have been collecting 
sections of Barracuda since the early 1970s however 
only now, through the revolutionary restoration 
methods developed by KVPL, involving softening, 
straightening, stretching and reforming of each 
crumpled piece, has the process of identification 
and restoration of the aircraft become feasible de¬ 
livering some truly remarkable results.

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The new BMW 4 Series convertible 


The new BMW 4 Series Convertible is the latest entrant to a 
market segment where BMW has enjoyed widespread acclaim 
and great success over five generations of premium Convert¬ 
ibles. 

The design language introduced with the 4 Series Coupe is 
evident in this, the second model debut in the series.The result 
is a sporting yet elegant car, roof raised or lowered, that is 
clearly distinguished from its 3 Series brethren. It's a lower, 
wider, longer car than the old 3 Series Convertible, with a vis¬ 
ibly greater sporting intent. 

The BMW 4 Series Convertible has a folding metal roof which 
can be raised or lowered in just 20 seconds and at speeds of 
up to 8mph.The optional wind deflector can now be stored 
behind the seats when not in use, and a new Air Collar system 
blows warm air around the necks of front seat occupants for 
open-air driving on cooler days. 

At launch the 4 Series Convertible range will consist of two 
petrol engines and one diesel engine choice, available across 
five different trim levels. The range is characterised by a 
marked increase in the stan¬ 
dard equipment level 
offered, despite 
the 


minimal increase in price. 

Design: an elegant, sporting exterior and interior 

Traditionally, BMW Convertibles have dynamic and balanced 
proportions - when the roof is up or down - and the new BMW 
4 Series Convertible is no exception. 

The dimensions of the new car differ significantly from the 
outgoing BMW 3 Series Convertible. The overall length of 
4,638mm has been extended by 26mm; the wheelbase has 
grown by 50mm and, together with the wider front track, this 
gives the car a very athletic stance on the road. The shorter 
overhangs, long bonnet and set back passenger compartment 
further accent the graceful silhouette. 

Although the BMW 4 Series Convertible is a more overtly 
sporting car than its predecessor, the design of the front end 
reflects its close family ties with the kidney grille and twin 
headlights showing it's unmistakably a BMW.

THE LATEST version of Hyundai's best-selling model, the i 10 
city car, will go on sale in the UK on 30 January 2014, with 
prices starting at £8,345. 

Appearing over five years after its predecessor went on sale, 
the New Generation il 0 represents significant progress for the 
brand in the A-segment. Hyundai has already sold over 
110,000 units of the Original il 0 in the UKalone since launch 
in April 2008 accounting for one third of European sales. 

The New Generation i 10 features a more expressive design 
both inside and out, while generous levels of comfort, quality 
and safety equipment enhance the car's appeal even further. 

It is equipped with a host of standard and optional equip¬ 
ment typically found on cars from segments above. Automatic 
climate control, heated leather steering wheel and cruise con¬ 
trol provide additional comfort, while safety features include 
the standard-fitment of Tyre Pressure Monitoring System 
(TPMS), Electronic Stability Control (ESC) and six airbags. 

The New Generation il0 will be available with two refined 
and efficient petrol engines. The 1.0-litre, three-cylinder pow¬ 
ertrain has an output of 66PS.
